For the
the erection of a carriage and horse barn, the sum of
one thousand dollars. glsor the purpose of altering
and improving building used for bakery and boys
kitchen, the sum of five hundred dollars.

Secrron 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and pubhlication.

any money in the general fund not otherwise appro-
priated, the sum of thirty-four thousand five hun-
dred dollars, for the payment of current expenses at
the Institute for the Edncation of the Deaf and Dumb
for the year 1875.

Secrion 2. All sums of money for current ex- g 1o drawn
penses provided for 'in this act shall be drawn from auarterly.
the treasury not oftener than quarterly in advance.
